During the year ended March, 1868, we have inspected the 
several Institutions which receive grants from Parliament. These

On the occasion of those inspections we made inquiry respecting 
the state and condition of each hospital, to ascertain if the com- 
forts of the patients were duly provided for, the buildings kept 
in sufficient repair, and the general management , of each satisfac- 
tory. We have since issued the Circular (No. 1, Appendix) 
requesting such information or suggestions as the Governors 
might wish to offer in respect to its funds, management, &c„ and 
we give their replies in tlie Appendix (No 2). 



The Westmoreland Look Hospital. 

71 patients remained in the Look Hospital on the 31st March, 
1867; 594 were admitted; 596 were discharged; and 5 died m 
the vear ended 31st March, 1S68; and 66 remained at that period. 
The hospital, on inspection, was m a satisfactory state 
The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 67£. The time spent by each patient m hospital averaged

friends, and 26 to have gone to penitentiaries. 

The mortality was low, only 0'83 per cent. 

Steevens’ Hospital. 

170 patients remained in Steevens’ Hospital on the 31st of 
March, 1867; 1,932 were admitted ; 1,884 were discharged ; and 
56 died, in the year ended 31st March, 1868; and 162' then 
remained. 

The hospital was in a satisfactory state when inspected. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 154. The time spent by each patient in hospital aver- 
aged 29f days. 

The mortality was 2-88 per cent. 

The maternity department attended 136 home labour cases in 
the year ended March, 1868, of whom 1 died of puerperal fever; 
and 134 in the year ended March, 1869, with the loss of 1 that 
died of haemorrhage. 

The Meath Hospital. 

83 patients remained in the Infirmary wards of the Meath 
Hospital on the 31st of March, 1867; S8G were admitted ; 851 
were discharged ; and 35 died, in the year ended 31st March, 
1868 ; and 80 then remained. 8 patients remained in the Fever 
wards ; 221 were admitted ; 205 were discharged ; and 18 died, 
in the year ended 31st March, 1868'; and 8 then remained. The ' 
mortality in the Infirmary wards was 4 per cent. ; that in the 
Fever wards 7'79 per cent. i 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the Hospital 
throughout the year- was 90. The time spent in hospital by each 
patient averagecl 20 days. 

The hospital was in a satisfactory state when inspected. 

The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

79 patients remained in the Cork-street Fever Hospital on the 
31st March, 1867. 1,098 were admitted, 996 were discharged, 
and 99 died, in the year ended 31st March, 1868, and 82 remained 
at that period. The year’s mortality was 9 per cent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 68 ; in the previous year it was 98. The time spent 
in hospital by each patient averaged 21 days. 

The hospital was in a satisfactory state when inspected. 

The House op Industry Hospitals. 

68 patients remained in the Hardwicke Fever Hospital on the 
31st March, 1867 ; 931 were admitted, 841 were discharged, 10C 
died, in the year ended 31st March, 1868, and 52 remained at 
that date.

156 patients remained in the Hospital for Incurables on the 
31st March, 1807 ; 44 were admitted, 5 were discharged, and 41 
died, in the year ended 31st March, 1868; and 154 then remained. 

The hospital was in a satisfactory state when inspected. 

The daily average number of patients throughout the year was 
155|. The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 283 
days. 

St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

10 patients remained in St. Mark’s Hospital on the 31st March, 
1S67 ; 272 were admitted, 257 were discharged in the year ended 
31st March, 1868, and 26 remained at that date. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 28. The time spent in hospital by each patient aver- 
aged 28f days. 

1,459 extern patients were prescribed for in the year ended 
31st March, 1868 ; 855 were males and 604 females. 

The hospital was in a satisfactory state when inspected. 

Of the 272 cases that were admitted in the year, only 41 resided 
in Dublin, the remainder being sent from Poor Law Unions in 
every county in Ireland. 



Classified lists of the patients treated in each hospital, and of 
the diseases of which patients died in each, in the year ended 31st 
March, 1868, are given in the Appendix (No. 3). 

We append Tables Nos. 4, 5, and 6, which show in detail the 
income and expenditure of each institution in the above year, 
the number of patients treated, the mortality in each; the average 
daily number of beds occupied in each throughout the year, and 
the average annual cost per bed in each hospital.

Sir, — In reply to your circular of the 14th instant, I am directed by 
the Governors of this Hospital to state, that since the date of the last 
report of the Board of Superintendence, the roof of the south side of the 
Hospital has been taken off, the walls raised several feet, and a new roof 
put on, at a cost of nearly £1,600. This alteration includes improved 
ventilation, double the amount of cubical feet of air to each bed, lavatories, 
water-closets, &c., and will greatly conduce to the comfort and recovery 
of the constabulary patients. The Governors intend when sufficient funds 
are raised, to complete the improvement of the remaining three sides of 
the building.
